About eighty percent of the Oberapreswerk has bean diemantled and 
gent to the U.5.S.R, No further diamantling 4s taking place. 


Department 113, which made receiving tubes, was almost ecomplately 
dismantled, and no work ie in progress. 


Since Lt. Col. Boldyr’s death in a flying accident in the U.5.5.R. 
(he was at that time director), the Russians have showt little 
interest in progress at Oberspreewerk. Boldyr was succeeded by 
Yajor Wildgruber who is not a technician, He has fired Granitza, 
who wae commercial director, and Grumner, & department heed, in 
eouneetion with denazification policy. 


There are at present about 1,000 workmen in the plant. These men 
are digastisfied with the cessation of extra distributions of 
food and cigarettes,
